Stories from last week’s Premier Leaque Cup, ist Round - 
Sunday, Sept 24th 


Defending champions Arsenal eased through the second round at 
Sunderland. Angela Banks scored the first of her hat-trick after six 
minutes, but their hosts matched them for 25 minutes until Ciara 
Grant's header led to the Gunners stamping their authority on the 
game.
